Should 
the  Addition  made  to  your  national  Debt,' 
by  new  Taxes  and  new  Penfions,  oblige  you 
to  wipe  it  all  off  at  laft,  fure  there  would  be 
nothing  wonderful  in  this;  Bankruptcies,  in 
a  trading  Nation  are  not  uncommon.

But  the  Miftake 
is  now  become  irretrievable.  No  fooner 
lhaJl  thefe  unfortunate  Conquefts  be  men¬ 
tioned,  than  they  will  inftantly  put  the 
World  in  Mind  of  the  j twelve  Millions ,  it 
coft  us  annually  to  make  them.  They  will 
put  the  World  in  Mind,  kow  much  greater 
Conquefts  were  every  Campaign  achieved 
by  the  great  Duke  of  Marlborough  ;  and,  as 
you  have  fet  them  the  Example  by  running 
Companions,  they  will  probably  alfo  tell 
us  at  how  much  lefs  a  Sum.

His 
Oppofition  to  a  German  War  will  perhaps 
recur  to  them  View,  while  the  Part  he 
afterwards  bore  in  the  Management  of  that 
War,  is  yet  frefh  before  all  our  Eyes.

He  is  out  of  Debt  and  contented  with  a 
little.  A  Reward  beftowed  rather  on  his 
Family  than  himfelf ;  beftowed  by  his 
King  for  real  Services  done  his  Country.

Was  there  over  fucli  a  Parcel  of  Non- 
fenfe  ftringed  together  before?  Such  En- 
glijh  !  Such  Latin  !  Ne  quid  Detrementi 
capiat  Refpublica  !  Had  the  Author  been 
now,  where,  he  ought  to  be,  at  School, 

I  fhould  have  recommended  him  to  his 
Matter,  as  a  very  proper  Object  of  Cor¬ 
rection,  for  not  being  able  to  quote  five 
Words  of  Latin  out  of  a  common  Author 
without  Blundering.

For  it  is  well  known  that  Sylla  and  C^far 
were  both  Dictators,  and  in  that  Capacity 
drew  fo  great  an  Odium  upon  the  Office, 
that,  by  a  very  particular  Decree  of  the  Se¬ 
nate,  it  was  utterly  abolifhed.  Befides,  a 
Dhftator,  under  a  kingly  Government,  is  an 
Officer  never  heard  of,  and  the  Words  Dic¬ 
tator  of  the  People,  if  they  mean  any-thing, 
mu  ft  be  underftood  to  mean  one  who  rules 
the  People  as  he  pleafes,  which  how  true  fo- 
cver  with  regard  to  our  Patriot,  I  would  by 
no  Means  have  buzzed  about,  as  Nothing  is 
more  difagreeable  to  Britijh  Subjefts,  than  to 
be  told  that  they  arc  led  by  the  Nole  by  any 
Man, 

But,  really,  my  Brethren,  fuch  is  the  In¬ 
fatuation  of  all  who  have  writ  for  him,  that 
the  very  Things  they  ought  not  to  have 
touched  upon,  they  make  the  principal 
Source  of  all  their  Arguments.  One  of  thofe 
■Zealots,  in  a  large  Common-  place  Treatife 
of  Fifty-two  Pages,  after  a  dry  Detail  of  the 
feveral  Conquefts  performed,  as  he  calls  it, 
by  him  (though  it  is  certain  he  has  been  all 
the  While  in  England )  abufes  poor  Mr.  Buf- 
fy  for  doing  the  beft  he  could  for  his  Coun¬ 
try.  Now,  though  you  and  I  may  be  forrv 
for  what  he  has  done  (if,  indeed,  he  has  done 

any- 
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any-thing)  yet  what  will  the  World  think 
of  us,  if  we  lhould  blame  a  Man  only  for 
taking  Care  “  Ne  quid  Dctrementi  capiat 
“  RcPpublica.”  Thofe  Conqucfts,  too,  as  I 
faid  before,  are  not  thcThing  :  They  coll  us 
too  much,  they  bring  us  in  too  little ;  they 
were  achieved  by  the  Conduft  and  Valour 
of  others  ;  they  will  bear  no  Comparison 
with  the  great  Duke  of  Marlborough's  Ex¬ 
ploits.  Yet  that  great  Man,  after  all  his 
Conquers,  was  compelled  by  a  Tory  Fac¬ 
tion  to  flee  his  Country,  and  our  great  Man, 
after  his  Support  from  the  Tories,  fuffers 
himfelf  to  be  made  a  Penfioner  to  the 
Whigs. 

You  fee,  then,  my  Friends,  how  unfor¬ 
tunate  it  is  to  mention  thefe  Circumftancc?, 
as  the  World  will  perceive,  without  theHelp 
of  a  Glafs,  the  great  Difference  there  is  be¬ 
tween  being  driven  out  by  a  Faflion,  and  co¬ 
inciding  with  a  Party.  In  the  firft  Calc, 
Animofities  generally  fucceed,  and  the  Ob¬ 
ject  of  their  Wrath,  if  he  cfcapcs  their  Ven¬ 
geance,  fcldom  is  known  to  be  rewarded  by 
them  :  But  here  we  fee  our  Miniftcr  moll 
bountifully  rewarded  by  that  very  Court 
whole  Meafures  he  had  always  fo  obilinately 
bppofed,  The  -Device, therefore,  of  our  Par¬ 
ty 
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in  faying  that  he  had  been  turned  out 
by  theoppofite  Intereft,  could  It  ever  have 
been  credited,  would  here  fail:  But  indeed 
the  Whole  was  fo  abfurd,  fo  very  glaring* 
that  thefenfible  Part  of  Mr.  P — ’s  Friends 
always  difcountenanced  it  from  the  very  Be¬ 
ginning.  The  real  Truth  of  the  Matter  is* 
that,  after  all  his  Patriotifm  and  Integrity* 
he  rdigned,  as  many  other  worthy  Patriots 
have  done,  when  he  could  get  well  paid  for 

it.  In  his  late  M- - y’s  Reign,  we  law  him 

in  and  out,  but  faw  him  not  penfioned  be¬ 
fore  ;  the  Rcafon  of  this  was,  that  his  late 

M - y  had  no  great  Eftecm  for  the  Man, 

and  therefore  would  not  penfion  him  ;  but 
no  fooner  was  our  prefent  glorious  Mo¬ 
narch,  (whom  God  long  preferve)  fettledgm 
the  Throne  of  his  royal  Anceftors,  than  we 
faw  him  immediately  accept  of  that  Muni- 

licence,  which  his  M - y,  in  his  great 

Bounty,  was  fo  gracioully  pleafedto  bellow 
fpontaneoujly  upon  him; 

These  Things,  my  worthy  Friends,  we 
fhall  never  get  over.  We  iliall  never  be 
able  to  obliterate  the  two  unlucky  Circum- 
itances  of  a  Title  and  Penfion,  For  though 
it  fhould  be  faid  that  the  one  was  granted 
in  Confidcration  of  his  pall  Services,  and 
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the  other  we  will  fuppofe,  to  gratify  a 
Woman's  Vanity,  no  Matter  whole  :  Yet 
as  the  Patriots  who  have  ever  gone  before 
him,  had  for  the  moft  Part  the  fame  Plea  to 
urge  for  themfelves ;  the  World  has  never 
vet  been  found  foolilh  enough  to  believe  it,

and  I  am  afraid,  never  will. 

As  to  the  other  Arguments  ufed  by  ano¬ 
ther  of  our  declamatory  Writers,  who  not- 
withftanding  all  his  Oratory,  to  Ids  own 
and  his  Party's  irreparable  Misfortune,  lias 
never  learnt  Grammar,  it  will  carry  no 
more  Weight  with  it  than  the  reft.  It 
will  even  go  ftrongly  againft  us,  therefore 
I  wilh  the  Author  had  been  bred  up  to  the 
Plough-tail,  inftead  of  being  fent  to  School 
to  learn  to  write.  For  when  the  Qucftion 
ihall  be  put,  Whether  he  ought  not  to  do 
the  beft  he  could  for  himfelf  and  Family  ? 
Whether  he  ought  not  to  get  Penfions  and 
Titles  ?  Whether  he  ought  not  to  get  Boxes, 
Freedoms,  and  the  Lord  knows  what  ?  1  he 
World  will  inftantly  reply,  No.  T.  hey 
will  tell  you  that  Virtue  is  a  fufficient  Re¬ 
ward  of  herfelf.  They  will  fay,  that  the 
having  taken  Care  to  aggrandize  themfelves 
and  Families,  is  the  principal  Charge  they 

had  to  lay  againft  other  Patriots ;  and  that 

our

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»ur  prefent  Patriot,  not  to  mention  di¬ 
vers  Windfalls,  had  lefs  need  of  a  Penfion, 
than  any  one  elfe,  as  both  his  Lordihip  (1* 
beg  your  Pardon)  his  Comnionerfhip  and 
niy  Lady  B  s  have  been  more  than 
once  heard  to  declare,  that  they  could  live 
on  Six  Pence  a  Day— —Glorious  Patterns 
of  primaeval  Frugality,  had  not  all  thefe 
tine  Profeflions  been  unluckily  overthrown 
i>y  the  Acceptance  of  a  Penfion  of  Ninety 
Thousand  Pounds. 

Besides  this  they  will  tell  us  of  that  fame 
old-fafhioned  fellow  AriJV.des ,  whofe  Name 
I  have  mentioned  in  the  beginning  of  this 
Treatife,  having  remembered  picking  up 
fome  Stories  concerning  him,  among  the 
Wafte  Paper  that  has  been  brought  to  my 
Shop  :  They  will  tell  us,  I  fay,  as  how  this 
great  Man,  after  being  many  Years  Secre¬ 
tary  of  State,  at  a  Place  called  Athens,  where 
undoubtedly  he  might  have  got  a  good  deal 
of  Money,  died  at  lad  not  worth  a  Groat  : 
They  will  tell  us,  that  it  is  thus  all  Patriots 
ought  to  die,  rather  than  eftablifh  their  For¬

“  Alan  than  the  Englifo  thought  him ;  and 
“  that  the  only  Fault  they  knew  in  him, 
cc  was  his  being  too  laviih  of  his  own  Mo- 
“  ney  for  the  Good  of  the  Publick.”  Should 
ye  alk,  with  a  Grin,  what  Foreigners  faid 
this?  The  French  Mounficrs?  To  prevent 
your  falling  into  another  Miftake  that  may- 
hurt  us,  I  will  tell  ye,  it  was  not  the  French 
Mounfiers  faid  it ;  I  deteft  a  A'lounJjcr  as  much 
as  any  of  ye:  The  Perfon  that  faid  it  was 
General  W ally  a  Gentleman  as  highly  efteem- 
ed  among  us,  as  any  AmbaiTadour  that  ever 
trod  Enghjb  Ground;  and  one  who,  at  this 
very  Time,  is  by  his  great  Merit,  raifed  to 
be  Secretary  of  State  to  the  King  of  Spain . 
If  Authorities,  therefore,  weigh  any-thing 

with  ye,  his  G - ,  to  our  Confufion,  has 

as  good  Authority,  both  in  Support  of  his 
Abilities,  and  Integrity,  as  human  Telii- 
many  cm  give,. 
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But  how  {hall  we  be  able  to  fupport  a 
Charge  of  a  contrary  Nature  that  might  be 
brought  againftour  Darling,  if  fuch  aCharge 
fhould  be  made  publick  ?  His  Enemies  fay* 
(for  what  will  not  his  Enemies  fay)  that  he 
has  been  guilty  of  Ingratitude  to  this  very 
Man,  whofe  Merit  Foreigners  fo  juftly  ad¬ 
mire  :  They  will  tell  ye,  that  it  was  theDuke

that  we  have  other  Noblemen,  whofe  Credit 
would  be  as  foon  taken  among  them,  as  that 
of  our  own  favourite  Commoner  ?  Were  it 
ptherwife,  well  might  they  cry  out  with  Caf- 
Jius  in  Caefar , 

Now  is  it  Rome  indeed  !  And  Room  enough, 
When  there  is  in  it  but  one  only  Man. 


But  a  Suppofition  fo  abfurd  will,  I  hope, 
never  find  a  Place  in  our  Imaginations,  hot 
does  not  every  Briton  feel  for  his  Country  s, 
for  his  Kings  Honour  ?  And  whither  would 
alhour  bpafted  Loyalty,  all  our  Patriotiini, 

E  z  be 
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be  fled,  were  we  difpofed  to  fupport  the 
Gbry  of  h:S  Majefty  s  C.rov n  no  longer  than 
he  was  himfelf  pleafed  to  retain  fuch  and 
fucJi  Servants  ?  Will  ye  debar  your  Prince 
of  t lie  Right  which  every  Subject  would 
fiand  aflonifhed  to  have  difputed  with  him, 
o!  chooling  what  Servants  he  pleafes  ?  Has 

not  his  M - y  already  fhewn  his  Difcre- 

tion,  in  fixing  upon  a  Nobleman  of  acknow¬ 
ledged  Merit  and  Abilities  ?  Would  ye  then 
render  that  Merit,  thofe  Abilities,  of  no  Ser¬ 
vice  to  the  Publick,  by  not  feconding  hint 
in  raifmg  the  Supplies  ?  Believe  me,  mv 
Friends,  though  you  and  I,  and  fome  half  a 
Dozen  more,  might  be  glad  fo  far  to  gratify 
our  Refentment  for  the  late  Revolution,  as 
it  is  called,  in  the  Miniftry,  yet  the  Nation 
in  general  are  much  wifer  than  to  do  fo  : 
For  if  Matters  go  right,  where  can  be  the 
Difference,  whether  the  Driver  be  named 
John  or  James  ?

But  fome  among  ye,  I  find,  are  already 
fo  entirely  convinced  of  the  Ridiculoufnefs 
of  fuppofmg  the  Fate  of  a  whole  Nation  to 

‘  hang; 
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hang  upon  one  Man’s  Integrity  and  Abir 
lities,  that  in  a  Pamphlet  now  before  me, 
though  the  Author  does  not  fcruple  moft 
plentifully  to  befpatter  the  old  Object  of 
y  >ur  righteous  Spleen,  yet  he  at  the  fame 

Time  very  fairly  gives  up  our  Patriot's 

H - y.  His  Words  are  fo  remarkably  fe- 

vere  on  this  Occafion,  that  it  is  with  the 
greateft  Reluftance,  my  dear  Friends,  I 
now  lay  them  before  ye';  but  as  they  have 
already  appeared  in  Print,  and  therefore 
cannot  be  concealed,  it  is  proper  I  fhould 
fubmit  them  here  to  your  moft  ferious 
Confideration. 

“  Somebody  (fays  this  unrighteous  Au¬

In  the  prefent  Times 
the  Cafe  is  extremely  different  ;  fo  great  a 
Change  has  enfued,  that  a  real  Patriot 
would  now  be  the  Wonder  and  Admiration 
of  his  Age.  Had  the  great  Commoner,  whom 
I  have  fo  often  mentioned,  retired  from  pub- 
lick  Bufmefs  without  that  Penfion,  which, 
I  fear,  will  be  fo  fatal  to  his  Fame :  Had  he 
given  up  the  great  Emoluments  of  his  Office; 
the  high  Power,  the  Splendor  which  is  an¬ 
nexed  to  a  Minifter  of  State ;  had  he  facri- 
ficed  thefe  to  his  Reputation,  and  to  a  fincere 
Defire  of  afting  only  for  the  Service  of  his 
Country  ;  what  might  not  the  great  Man 
have  done  ?  who  would  not  have  adored  the 
Name  of  P—  ?  Could  a  Penfion  give  an 
boneji  Man  that  fecret  Satisfaction  which 
rcfults  from  a  Knowledge  of  having  given 
up  every  Thing  for  the  Service  of  one’s 
Country  ?  Would  not  the  Admiration  of 
a  whole  People,  make  fome  Amends  for 
the  Want  of  this  Penfion  ?

eft  Proof  of  his  Deferts,  could  the  prefent 
Miniftry  have  preferred  their  Power  againft 
fuch  an  Oppolition  in  Parliament  as  the 
greatCommoner  ought  inConfcience  to  have 
made,  if  he  retired  from  Bufinefs  merely 
becaufe  he  did  not  approve  of  the  then 
Meafures  ?
